ate Justice, John M. .Harlan, the oldest 
member of the supreme court of 
the 


United States for years, .conspicuous in 
Kentucky politics, once candidate for the 
Republican nomination for vice president 
of the United States, - foremost consti- 
tutional authority and prominent in the 
councils of the Presbyterian church, died 
at his home in this city today. . 


He was 78 years old last June,. Judge 


Harlan had been ill with acute bronchi- 


i tit less than a "week. 
He sat on the 


I bench last Monday when the court heard 


I arguments, on the so-called anthracite 


j coal case. The following morning Chief 


I Justice White announced that .. Justice 
Harlnn was "slightly ill" and yesterday 
asked attorneys to consider that Justice 
Iferlan was sitting i.n their cases 
al- 


'though not physically, present. 


Justice Harlan, however, was in much 


more serious condition than his 
col- 


leagues' in the court realized. Despite 
his advanced age. he was robust and 
ordinarily enjoyed the best of health. 
He-was rarely absent from the bench, 
nn'attack'a few years ago being almost 
the only illness from which he had suf- 
fered for a long period. 


Death Somewhat Depressed

tragedy unfolded, thc fate of the McNa- 
marn. brothers, according to students on 
both sides of the cane, will depend upon 
the jury's answer to the question: "Was 
it dynamite or gas?"
